JUDGMENT FOR £28,986. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

Reserved judgment was delivered in the 
case in which the Munster and Leinster Bank 
claimed £28,986 from thirty-five members of 
the Fermoy Co-operative Agricultural Society. 
alleging that the amount was due on foot of 
a guarantee by the defendants for the repay- 
ment of money stated to have been advanced 
by the bank to the Society. The defence was 
a denial of liability beyond £10,000, which 
sum, the defendants said, the Society, under 
its rules, was empowered to borrow. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that for a time 
after its registration in 1914 the Society was in 
a condition ef prosperity, but was now being 
wound up under an order of the Court. At 
one period it showed a profit of £1,059 upon 
a year’s working. There had been a bank 
overdraft, but the value of the assets was 
returned at approximately £8,000, as against 
a debt of £5,700. The position of the Society 
in those circumstances was sound, and they 
purchased a mill at a cost of £12,120. The 
investment suddenly plunged the Society at 
a very critical time in the country’s affairs 
into a very serious condition of debt, and 
steps were taken to arrange an overdraft of 

,000 with the Munster and Leinster Bank. 
A guarantee, the subject of the action, was 
signed by thirty-five persons, all of whom 
were shareholders and members of the 
Management Committee of the Society, on 
the condition that the liability at,any one 
time would not exceed £25,000 with interest. 

TO “ RAISE THE WIND.” 

In December, 1920, the report of the auditor 
showed that the profits were merely nominal, 
while the liability to the bank was £26,385, 
and £3,948 to the members. Efforts during 
the succeeding vears had been made by the 
Socitty to “ raise the wind,” but they were 
unsuccessful, and an order for the winding-up 
of the Society was made by the Court. 
Owing to Rule 24, which limited the borrow- 
ing powers of the Society to £10,000. a diffi- 
culty arose in the case, and the defendants 
admitted that thev were liable to that 
amount. Any sum in excess of that figure, 
they said, was ultra vires under the rule, 
and consequently they were not lable for the 
sum claimed, but the bank claimed that they 
were liable for the amount which they con- 


tracted to pay, despite the plea by the Society 


that their borrowing was ultra vires, 

Having referred to a number of authorities 
on the matter at issue in the action, his 
lordship held in the present case that the 
defendants are liable for the entire sum 
claimed, and accordingly there must be judg- 
ment against. them, with costs.

CONTRACT WITH PONYMEN. 


Denis Doyle, the plaintiff in the action, 
had, it was stated, a pony at the Gap oi 
Dunloe, but he was not a member :í the 
“Turn,” or a group of householders in that 
area, who were organised for the ran. Ei of 
supplying ponies to tourists. Several years 
ago the tourists were put to considerable in- 
convenience by the competition between the 
ponymen at the Gap. Confusion resulted. 
and the good name of the locality was not 
served by the excessive eagerness of the pony 
men to gain the custom of the tourists. 
Messrs. Cook endeavoured to remedy this 
state of affairs by having a contract with 
certain ponymen for the members of the tours 
conducted by them, but, as this did not apply 
to all tourists, it was felt by the Irish 
Tourist Association that some regulations 
should be made or some agreement arrived 
at which would save the importunity to 
which tourists were subjected. 

The owners of pomes agreed with the 
Tourist Association that each house in the 
Gap should be at liberty to supply a“. 
for the regular custom of the Gap. ere 
were forty-eight householders, each of whom 
was entitled to have one pony in the regular 
turn of business. When business was better 
it was competent to supply a second or a 
third pony. 

The plaintiff, Doyle, was not in the 
“ Turn, ” as he was not a householder in the 
area, and his brother, who was a _ house- 
holder, had a pony in the “Turn.” The 
defendant, Donohue, was a member of the 
association, and, as a householder, was en- 
titled to have a pony in the “ Turn.” 


ATTRACTIVE WHITE PONY. 

On July 3rd, 1929, a group of tourists 
arrived at the Gap; two of the ladies in the 
group required ponies, and the defendant, 
Donohue, agreed with the conductor of the 
tour to supply two ponies for the ladies. 
Denis Doyle, the plaintiff, was standing close 
by with an attractive white pony, and one 
of the ladies thought that she would like 
to be ee on the pony, and she was 
accordingly helped on to it by Doyle. The 


defendant thereupon stated that he would 
not supply any pony to the other members 
of the party, as Doyle was not a member 
of the association. The lady came off the 
white and walked through the Gap 


ny, 
t of Ay and Doyle alleged that he had 


lost 6s., but the real question in the case was 
whether the forty-eight members of the 
“Turn” were entitled to refuse to supply 
ponies to any person who took a pony fom *% 
man who was not a member of the associa- 
tion. 

Circuit Court Judge McElligott found as 
a fact that the attitude of the pony-men, 
including the defendant, was this :—‘‘If 
you take that man’s pony, the rest of the 
party will not get ponies.’’ The question 
was whether they were entitled to adopt that 
attitude. After argument, he decided that 
the case was covered by the well-known de- 
cision in Quinn and Latham, and he gave 
the plaintiff a decree for £5 and £1 expenses. 
From this decree the defendant appealed

OST people will be glad when the 

elections are over and the final 
count, has decided for a grat the parlia- 
mentary representation of the Six Counties 
at Westminster. In three instances the 
issue will be decided according to political 
colour—the Orange or the Green— 
Unionists being opposed by Nationalists, 
while’ in the other a Socialist has 
challenged. Captain Herbert Dixon, the 
Chief Government Whip. The speeches at 
the election meetings have risen to no 
flights. of eloquence, nor has there been 
any originality in what was said, 

In the case of the Unionists, the lead 
was taken from Great Britain, and the 
policy. of the National Government was 
adopted as the best means towards 
restoring industrial prosperity; on the 
other hand, the Nationalists seem to think 
that in a united Ireland there will be 
peace and plenty. A good deal of bad 
temper has been displayed here and there, 
and hasty words have been used, but all 
that will be forgotten in a few days after 
the result of the poll has been declared. 

A complication has been caused by the 
appeal made to Nationalists by Repub- 
licans not. to vote: in Tyrone and 
Fermanagh, and the Unionists are not 
sorry about it. But the old Nationalist 
Party spirit probably will prevail. It is 
thought that there will be very little 
personation at this election. The scandal 
of personation at former  elections— 
admitted even by the Prime Minister-— 
was so great that legislation had to be 
passed. to stamp it out. There are severe 
penalties for the offence, and that, in 
itself, ‘apart from any moral consideration, 
should be a restraining influence. 


that whatever legislative changes are 
necessary may be made for the public 
safety. It is to be hoped that members 
of Parliament of all political shades will 
support the magistrates in their commend- 
able efforts, 

SHAKESPEARE STUDY. 


We have a flourishing Shakespeare 
Society in Belfast, whose members give 
periodical “ readings” from the master’s 
works, These performances, given by men 
and women in evening dress, with a drab 
background, have not, of course, the 
fascination and colour of the professional 
stage, but the lines are spoken with 
sincerity and a certain amount of action. 
Some of the members, indeed, would bring 
credit to the theatre by their realistic 
characterisations ; but, as it is, there is a 
lack of atmosphere through the absence 
of appropriate scenery and costumes.

MOTOR ACCIDENTS. 


The perils.of motor traffic in Northern

retailers regarding the distribution of milk 
in Belfast has reached an acute stage. The 
farmers demand a higher price for their 
milk, and the retailers refuse to give it, 
the arrangement at present being nine- 
pence per gallon to the farmers and 
elevenpence per gallon to the distributors, 
while the price to the public is 1s. ae 
gallon. It seems strange that the retailers 
should get more than the farmers, but the 
same rule applies to nearly all agricultural 
produce. Vegetables, for which the 
growers get very little, soar in price when 
they reach the shops, and the charges for 
fruit are almost prohibitive to people with 
moderate means. For this various reasons 
are offered, such as rent, rates, wastage, 
bad debts and so forth. 

In the case of milk, however, the 
farmers are evidently not going to permit 
dictation from the distributors. The 
Ulster Farmers’ Union has completed 
arrangements for taking over suitable 
dépéts for the storing of supplies, and it 
it understood that the Union is negotiat- 
ing with various ex-Service men’s organisa- 
tions in Belfast with a view to retailing 
the milk throughout the city. The posi- 
tion of affairs has caused a good deal of 
comment in the North, and it is signi- 
ficant that it is not the consumers’ 
interests that are being considered, but 
merely the division of the spoils between 
producers and retailers. 


A BIG PROBLEM. 


Strong comments on gambling at grey- 
hound tracing tracks in Belfast were made 
by the Rev. T. M. Johnstone last night 
in an address to ex-Service men. He said 
that as many as ten thousand people were 
sometimes at these meetings, and that on 
an average throughout the season people 
went home from the city’s dog tracks £400 
per night, or over £2,000 per week, poorer 
than when they entered these enclosures.

PEAKING at the half-yearly meeting of 
S the Co. Tippera ational Teachers’ 
Association, which was held in Thurles, 
Mr. M. Kearney, Vice-President of the Irish 
National Teachers’ Organisation, referring to 
the pension fund, said that the teachers were 
compelled’ to stand’ helplessly by while the 
deficit was growing at an alarming rate. 
Whether this method was working out 
according to plan or not, it was certainly 
exasperating on teachers, whose vital interests 
were at Stake. There must be developments 
in some direction, he added, before long. 
Referring to the standard of education in 
the Free State, about which they heard so 
much from ill-informed critics, Mr. Kearney 
said that he believed that real education and 
mind training, as apart from the cramming 
of useless lists and details for examination 
purposes, Was now on a much higher plane 
than ever before. Notwithstanding the 
herculean task imposed on teachers, requir- 
ing them to teach a second language to all 
pupils. the standard of education was, in 
his opinion, higher than ever, if the 
emitted English spelling, which, he belisead, 
cuffered from the introduction of Irish. The 
spirit of love of work and conquering diffi- 
-yities. especially in mathematics, seemed to 
he declining among pupils. Critics tried to 
sy the blame for this on the teachers, but, 
tr his mind, it could be traced hack to the 
coddling system introduced into their schools 
thirty vears ago. Education was converted 
into a sort of sugar-plum affair, which the 
child was expected to enjoy immensely. 
There was no royal road to learning. By all 
should be made as pleasant as 
sossible, but children should be trained to 
conquer difficulties and to learn to help them-

THE PENSION FUND. 

Mansfield Cullen pointed out that 
Government or endowment side of 
the pension fund there was a deficit of about 
Sve millions sterling, while on the teachers’ 
er contribution side, to which the members 
were contributing four per cent. of their 
incomes. there was a surplus approaching 
half a million. . The teachers in the aggre- 
gate contributed £100,000 a year. A young 
teacher in paying four per cent. of his 
income was, in effect, providing about two- 
thirds of his pension. At present, through 
State neglect, the fund was arifting into in- 
solvency at the rate of about a quarter 
million a year, and the teachers were simply 
pouring their contributions into a maelstrom. 

The speaker dealt with the many obstacles 

educational progress—the stupidity of the 
hildren, bad buildings, poorly heated and 
ighted, and inadequately equipped, want of 
i proper supply of suitable books, which, 
n other Jands, were available free to 
ecessitous children, the language difficulty, 
nd in many cases the absence of a proper 
nirit of co-operation between the inspectors 
ind the teachers, who should both recognise 
that they were simply parts of the educa- 
tional machine created for the child. 

OVERCROWDED PROGRAMME. 

The programme, despite the warnings of 
the teachers, was overcrowded, and this led 
to slipshod work and the absence of thorongh- 
ness, with harmful results in character. The 
parents, in many cases, not only did not co- 
operate with the teachers in extending Irish, 
but showed distinct hostility, refusing to 
provide the necessary books. Outside school 
the atmosphere was against Irish, and many 
parents estimated the standard of education 
without any reference ‘to the national! 
language or the difficulties its teaching 
entailed.

O settlement has been reached yet in 
N the dispute between the Ulster Farmers’ 
Union and the Belfast retail milk dis- 
tributors. Unless a settlement is reached 
to-morrow, as a result of a meeting of the 
Farmers’ Union, a complete change may take 
place in the present system of distributing 
the 20,000 gallons of milk in Belfast per day. 
The farmers have asked for higher winter 
prices than the distributors were prepared to 
pay, and, although the distributors have made 
an advance in their offer, no settlement has 
yet been reached. 
The Farmers’ Union are threatening to 
open milk dépéts in the city and offer the 
milk at ls. 4d. per gallon, and, if necessary, 
establish a distributing organisation. The 
Secretary of the Farmers’ Union declared to- 
day that they had half-a-dozen dépéts ready 
already, and he was awaiting the decision of 
his committee to-morrow to see if they would 
go ahead with the arrangements to take over 
the distribution of the milk supply. 
Arrangements are being made that hospitals 
and similar institutions get an adequate

Bel fast Church Extension. 


From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Monday. 


HE report of the Diocesan Council, 
T which is to be submitted to the Synod 
of the United Dioceses- of Down and 
Connor and. Dromore on November ó, refers 
to the problem of Belfast church extension. 
It states that the funds for carrying on the 
work are contributed from three sources— 
the General Synod, diocesan contributions, 
and parochial subscriptions. 

In church extension work the large amount 
of preliminary details to be settled is not 
always realised, the report adds. Negotia- 
tions, sometimes involving. long delay, have 
to be undertaken; an architect employed, 
plans prepared and, perhaps, altered to meet 
circumstances; estimates obtained, and, in 
some cases, parish boundaries altered. The 
one must be approved by the parish, the 

ishop, the committee and the Representa- 
tive Body, and the estimates, must not 
exceed the limits laid down. i 

Of the churches dealt with. in the period 
covered by the report, St. Bartholomew's and 
St. Clement’s had temporary clarches, 
existing boundaries, and seleet vestries.

Morgan Good read a paper, of which 
the Free State’s Minister for Industry and 
Commerce can take heed with advantage. 
The details of Mr. MoGilligan’s Transport 
Bill are yet in a stage of evolution, but 
his latest pronouncement upon _ its 
functions encourages high hopes that it 
may grapple boldly with the essential 
difficulties of transport in the Free 
State. Mr. McGilligan, referring to the 
uselessness of certain branch - railways 
and to the wasteful competition prevail- 
ing in road services, stated that the 
Government desired to secure “a greater 
degree of unity in the operation of road 
and rail services and a more economic 
distribution of traffic over road and 
rail, based on the capacity of each 
system to provide the services that present 
conditions necessitate.’’. Such a pro- 
gramme leaves little to be desired except 
its conversion into practice. Here the value 
of Mr. Good’s address becomes manifest, 
and it is not irrelevant to mention that he 
was advocating the same policy six years 
ago. Speaking in December, 1925, as Chair- 
man of the Committee of the National 
Transport Congress at its opening meet- 
ing, he urged that the clash between 


j motorists, the railways and agricultural) 


ratepayers was more apparent than real. 
In this contention he was supported 
by the County Surveyor of Limerick, who 
was anxious only that the motor should 
supply what the railway could not 
supply. 

Circumstances have not changed since 
1925; on the contrary, they have become 
intensified. To-day, as Mr. Good ex- 
plained, the problems of Irish transport 
are so acute that the very need of the 
continued existence has been 
called in question. On this point Mr. 
Good was rightly emphatic. He said 
that the collapse of the Free States 
railway system ‘‘ would be something very 
like a national disaster,” and he was care- 
ful to furnish a constructive plan for the 
railways’ rescue from their present pre- 
dicament. In a sentence, his proposal 
was to the effect that the smaller branch 
lines must be sacrificed to enable the main 
arterial lines to survive, and his plan 
system of supplementary 


railways’ 


envisaged a 


‘omnibus services, radiating from named 


points, which must be run in accord with 
the railway companies’ schedules. There 
are in the Free State approximately 
2,200 miles of railways, serving 600 
stations. If Mr. Good’s scheme is put into 
operation, 800 miles of track will be 
abandoned, while some 500 wayside 
stations will cease to be. Organised road 
transport, then, will supply the de- 
ficiencies, but no longer will unregulated 
competition bring the Free State’s trans- 
port organisations to the verge of bank- 
Actually Mr. Good’s scheme 
is most progressive; for under his 
plan no train would run in the 
Free State which was not an “ express, 
and thus an almost unique policy would 
be adopted, whereunder both time and 
money would be saved without immediate 
cost in either. 

The real crux of the scheme lies in its 
effect upon local cattle fairs. Recently 
the threat to jettison the Sligo, Leitrim 
and Northern Counties branch of the Great 
Southern Railways evoked a vigorous pro- 
test from local farmers and dealers. Their 
alarm was natural, but possibly it was 
unnecessary. Even in the existing chaotic 
condition of affairs the absence of trains 
would bring a fleet of lorries to fulfil their 
every need. If a Ministry of Transport

Music in Dublin. 


Nobody can call Ireland an unmusical 
nation; but to-day the meanest State in 
Europe may despise it as a nation without 
music. The speech which Mr. P. J. 
Duffy delivered yesterday before the 
Dublin Rotary Club renews public atten- 
tion in an old. grievance. ‘‘ We are 
unique among the civilised countries of the 
world,” said Mr. Duffy, ' in not having 
a single hall in the whole Free State

which is done to native’ music. Without 
adeguate places for performance there can 
be no professional orchestras; for the 
running cost of professional orchestras 
demands that they shall give frequent 
performances. We believe that there is a 
musically minded public in Dublin large 
enough to make at least one such orchestra 
self-supporting, and the only obstacle is 
this lack of accommodation. On the 
Continent and in America music is an 
important province of the State or muni- 
cipality, but the Free State Government 
obviously takes no interest in Ireland's 
musical future. Mr. Duffy suggests, 
therefore, that the people should assume 
the burden. He proposes the formation 
of a National Congress of music lovers, 
affiliating the various musical institutions 
of the whole country. So large a body 
would be entitled to respect, and its de- 
mand for proper musical facilities would 
carry weight. The sole objection is that 
organisations of this kind are slow to 
move and expensive to sustain. If Mr. 
Duffy absolutely despairs of any quicker 
means to call attention to [Ireland's 
musical needs, his scheme is eminently 
sound ; but we wonder if those needs could 
not be satisfied by a more direct process. 
An ordinary, uncomplicated appeal for 
funds for the erection of a suitable hall 
and the establishment of a permanent 
orchestra would meet, we believe, with an 
ample and immediate response. It is, at 
any rate, worth a trial. 


Cattle Disease. 


The report on progress recently issued 
by the Foot-and-Mouth Disease Committee 
in England is unlikely to cause much 
jubilation in places where Free State 
farmers meet to discuss their affairs. 
Research and experiment have led the 
committee to definite conclusions about 
the means by which infection is spread, 
but almost nothing seems to have been 
discovered about the disease itself. While 
knowledge is still so incomplete, the 
country’s comparative immunity has been 
won in the past by the extremely drastic 
measures which are adopted when an out- 
break is discovered, and it is clear that 
science is not yet in a position to suggest 
any less uncomfortable remedies than the 
hideous slaughters and complete disloca- 
tion of agricultural commerce which are 
the present features of these depressing 
occasions. What it cannot cure, however, 
science at least can do more to prevent. 
As a result of the recent report there is 
little doubt that the importation of 
foreign dried milk and preserved meat 
will be discontinued, or, at least, sub- 
jected to a much stricter supervision ; for 
tests have shown that, if once contami- 
nated, they remain infective for several 
weeks. We are told, also, that future 
outbreaks will involve the extermination 
of all local hedgehogs ; for these animals— 
together with the useful, but unlucky. 
guinea-pig—have proved peculiarly suscept- 
ible to the disease. Such discoveries, no 
doubt, are important steps in the investi- 
gation of an unusually obscure problem, 
but to the layman they suggest a lucky 
leap in the dark. Although the Free State 
has been free from the disease for a con- 
siderable period, an outbreak across the 
Channel or in Northern Ireland invariably 
holds up the export trade in cattle, and 
the report gives little ground for hope 
that the burden of these occasional visita- 
tions soon may be lifted from the farmer.

The Vanishing Flea. 


The sperm whale is not the only species 
of life to disappear before the tide of pro- 
gress. As the largest, so one of the 
smallest forms of animal life is making its 
bow and retiring gracefully. Yet, while 
most men deplore the passing of the sperm 
whale, few who do not possess a scientific 
interest in him will grieve over a recent 
announcement that the flea tends to 
become extinct in Europe. Nobody seems 
to know what particular stroke of cruel 
fate thus consigns the flea to a premature 
end. Professor Enderlein, of the Berlin 
Zoological Museum, suggests that an 
epidemic of some sort has created havoc 
among the flea population, but lack of 
eVidence forbids certainty. At all events, 
the flea will pass unlamented—save by two 
sections of mankind. Men of science, as 
we read in the Daily Telegraph, are sorely 
perturbed ; for the flea is a welcome guest 
in the laboratory, and his gradual dis- 
appearance is giving him a scarcity value. 
The price of a specimen has quintupled 
within the last three years, and one 
German scientific institution must now 
expend sixty thousand marks a year on 
consignments from a country of south- 
eastern Europe where members of the 
vanishing hordes still linger. We can 
Imagine still another class of the com- 
munity that will be hard set to pursue its 
normal vocation. Impresarios of per- 
forming fleas are fewer than they were so. 
late as the beginning of this century, but 
they still exist. Their craft is trivial, 
perhaps, in essence, but to the un- 
instructed it, is marvellous how the flea can 
be trained to perform at all. Probably 
fleas of pedigree and supra-normal in- 
telligence are required for the complicated 
feats required of them. When even 
ordinary fleas have become scarce, the 
price of such super-fleas probably will pro- 
hibit any further efforts on the part of a 
worthy class of men.

“REBOUND” AT THE 
THEATRE ROYAL.

Hollywood is at present giving great pro- 
minence to “ stars ” of Irish descent, and 
among the number Ina Claire is at once the 
most promising and the most talented. Her 
appearance in ‘‘ The Royal Family of Broad 
way ” was a personal triumph, and all who 
saw her in that film a few weeks ago will 
certainly want to see her again in 
“ Rebound,’ which is the principal film at 
the Theatre Royal, Dublin, this week. As 
her acting in ' The Royal Family of Broad- 
way” has already been adjudged the best 
film acting of the year, some “' superlatively 
superlative ” class will have to created 
to contain herseif alone for her acting in 
'“ Rebound.’’ ‘The part of the wife would 
seem to have been made for Miss Claire, 
which may be but a tribute to the person 
responsible for the acting; but as the film 
progresses, it is seen that artistry and per- 
sonality combine to present a character 
which may or may not be that of the direc. 
tor, but is certainly exceedingly attractive. 

It mav be said that Miss Claire is not one 
of the most beautiful women on the screen, 
but what she lacks in physical beauty is more 
than made up by artistic capacity and ex- 
perience. In '' Rebound ” her magnificent 
poise, her quick wit and her control of 
facial expression will make her performance 
memorable, an outstanding event of the film 


year. 


DELICATE COMEDY. 


“ Rebound ” will also be memorable for 
its delicate comedy and its sophisticated wit. 
Treating a subject of the commonest occur- 
rence in actual life, the film is so defimitely 
balanced, so forthright in the treatment of 
its story, and beautifully poised in its 
sophistication, that it will be found enter- 
taining to everyone. It should ee par- 
ticularly to those who desire intelligence in 
story and direction, with artistry and polish 
in the acting. Possibly it will never take a 
high place in the annals of the screen, but 
that wil! be because it is never quite in the 
“ movie ” tradition. It hardly seems to move 
at all, but it is otherwise so delightful that 
it is excellent entertainment which everyone 
interested in the cinema should make a yoint 
of seeing. 

That the delicacy of some of its situations 
might fail to hold audiences of the 
‘‘ popular ” kind was made painfully plain 
at the first showing, when a considerable 
section of the audience indulged in noises 
which would have discredited the denizens 


of the Zoological Gardens. 


ON THE REBOUND. 
The story of “ Rebound”’ is that of a 


girl who married a man “ on the rebound,” 
which is another way of saying that she 
married him when he was suffering from the 
effects of a jilting by another girl. The 
inconstant one preferred eight million dollars 
to ‘‘ love in a cottage,’’ but as both couples 
were honeymooning in Paris at the same 
time her association with the rejected one is 
renewed. The story is concerned with the 
way the neglected wife gradually comes into 
her own. Her father counselled her '' never 
to change,” and he explained this to mean 
that there should be no compromise in 
marriage which would destroy the best in 
personality or character. Sara Truesdale 
found herself gradually slipping into a mere 
shadow of her former self when she suddenly 
remembered her father’s advice during a 
pathetic conversation with her dog-like 
devotee, a part beautifully played by Robert 
Williams. — 

In an interview with her husband she 
makes it plain that she will stand his neglect 
no longer, and forthwith sets off for Paris 
once more, with the intention of securing a 
divorce. How the affair ends must be seen 
for itself, 

From the opening scene at the break-up 
of a week-end party at Sara’s home until 
the final scenes in a Paris hotel, ‘‘ Rebound ”' 
is a film that will keep eyes and ears alert. 
The dialogue is witty enough te make the 
use of ears pleasurable and profitable, which 
is in itself somewhat unusual in the cinema. 
Probably never before has the mode of life 
of the wealthy American home been so 
exactly presented; there is neither carica- 
ture nor exaggeration, and the dialogue is 
such as might easily be heard in such a 
home. '' Rebound "! is most certainly a film 
to be seen, and it is supported by a pro- 
gramme which includes the famous ‘‘ Bobby ”’ 
Jones demonstrating ‘* Chip Shots.”

The Premier's Prospects. 


Reports from Seaham, where the Prime 
Minister hopes to retain his seat. are not 
particularly optimistic, though it is ai 
garded as probable that Mr. Macdonald 
will be at the head of the poll with a 
slight majority. It seems that the men 
Labour voters remain opposed to him. 
while the women are almost solidir in 
favour of his return. It is this fact that 
gives hope to the admirers of Mr 
Macdonald ; for the women of the North 
are much more independent in character 
than their sisters of the South when it 
comes to the polling booth, and numbers 
of them are quite unlikely to consult their 
menkind as to the candidate for whom 
they shall vote.

Stabilising the Pound. 


It is the National Government's declared 
intention to stabilise the pound when the 
moment is ripe, but in the City of London 
there is an opinion that the moment ought 
not to be too soon. It is now apparent 
that the pound was stabilised by Mr. 
Churchill in 1925 above its real level, 
causing a strain ever since, which has been 
In some measure detrimenta! to the 
prosperity of the country. World con. 
ditions are extraordinary ; the position is 
likely to continue for years, and sterling 
ought to be given an ample oppor 
to find out its real and natural level. To 
ascertain this level time will he needed, 
with the aid of considerable _ patience. 
Delay will be well worth while if a sound 
stabilisation can be secured. 


Decline in Unemployment. 


If it proves correct that the unemplor- 
ment returns will show a further decrease 
of thirty thousand when the figures are 
issued this week, it will mean that there 
has been a fall of nearly one hundred 
thousand since the National Government 
decided to go to the country. The saving 
to the unemployment funds must be verr 
considerable, while the moral effect 
throughout the country will be stimulat- 
ing. Reports coming from all directions 
indicate that there is an improvement in 
trade, and, if this is not large enough to 
restore confidence completely, it is en- 
couraging and is providing more and more 
work for the unemployed. 


The British Motor industry.

PROPOSED HELP FROM 
SWEEPSTAKES. 

The text of the bill introduced in the 
Dail on Friday last to amend the 
Charitable Hospitals Act has now been 
issued. The bill, which was introduced 
by Deputies Joseph Mongan and Hugh A. 
Law, is intended to provide that portion 
of the proceeds of the sweepstakes held 
under the Public Charitable Hospitals 
Act should be applied for the benefit of 
nursing organisations. A ‘‘ nursing 
organisation ” is defined as “ an institu- 
tion or organisation which has for its sole 
object the nursing of and providing of 
nurses for poor persons suffering from 
physical diseases or injuries or women In 
childbirth.”’ 

Section 2 provides as follows :— 

“ (1) Notwithstanding anything con- 
tained in Section 6 of the Amending Act, 
one-twenty-fifth part of the rtion of 
every «vailable surplus paid to the 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health under that section shall be paid or 
applied by the said Minister in such 
manner as he shall think proper to or for 
the benefit of such nursing organisations as 
he shall think fit. 

“ (2) Where the Minister for Local 
Government and Public Health pays under 
this section any money out. of available 
surplus to a nursing organisation, he may 
require as a condition of such payment 
that such money shall be applied by such 
organisation only for or in relation to the 
promotion of its objects in particular areas 
specified by the said Minister.”

There is nothing, except custom, to pre- 
vent any member of the Fianna Fail 
Party from moving the writ This would, 
of course, put the Government in the 
awkward position of having to vote 
against it, and thus temporarily dis- 
franchise the constituency. 

I learn-also that the Fianna Fail Party 
are quite anxious to have the opportunity 
of taking the opinion of any constituency 
on their attitude towards the recent Act 
amending the Constitution. 


APPEAL TO BALLOT BOXES. 


There is always the possibility that, if 
Fianna Fail became insistent on an imme- 
diate appeal to the ballot boxes in Carlow- 
Kilkenny, .the Government might meet 
them by declaring an immediate general 
election.

He states that 
the crowd is said to have been instigated 
to the flag episode by the Bishop of 
Kyrenia, Monsignor Makarus 
theus, who has for some time past been 
prominent as an agitator in favour of 
‘‘Enosi’’ (union with Greece). Later in 
the day the Bishop was arrested, but a 
number of his supporters from the 
surrounding district went to Kyrenia and 
rioted. 

Troops in quelling the disturbance had 
to fire, and three rioters were wounded. 

The Bishop is now in the Central 
Prison in Nicosia, and the situation is in 
hand at Kyrenia.

The 
immediate consequence would be the wiping 
out, to the full extent of that depreciation, of 
the capital value of all investments in 
securities bearing a fixed rate of interest, and 
a decline, proportionate to the loss of con- 
fidence in British honesty and in British 
industry, in the capital value of all savings, 
however . invested.

MOTORISTS PAY FOR THE ROADS. 


Few people, he continued, appreciated 
the fact that motor owners, because of 
increase in motor taxation in 1925, now 
pay every year more than the entire annual 
expenditure on the reconstruction and 
maintenance of every road in the Irish 
Free State. In pursuance of their policy 
to fight the road _ vehicles, railway 
managers and directors put their own road 
vehicles in competition with railway 
services, and now they had actually 
reached the point where railway and tram- 
way companies operate more than half the 
public service road passenger vehicles in 
operation to-day, own the ingest fleet of 
motor lorries in the country, and run the 
greatest majority of these vehicles in direct 
competition with the railway services. 

The farmer now preferred the road 
vehicle, and this development was quite 
clearly a very formidable kind of competi- 
tion which the railways must face. ow 
it was to be dealt with in Mr. McGilligan’s 
proposals. was quite beyond his (the 
speaker's) powers of imagination. 


SAVE THE RAILWAYS. 


The total collapse of the railway system, 
Mr. Good thonght, would be like a 
national disaster, and it was his opinion 
that there are yet ways by which railways 
can be made profitable and beneficial. 
Outlining certain proposals of his own, the 
speaker said that there are 2,200 miles of 
railways and 600 railway stations in the 
Free State. His proposal is that at least

wayside stations should cease to function. 
As he saw the problem, the railway must 
remain solely for fast passenger and heavy 
long-distance goods traffic between central

ROAD-RAIL DEPOTS. 
Road-rail dépéts, equipped with ample 


warehouse accommodation, should be 
established at central points, linking up 
the services, and under such conditions 
the railway would soon resume its popu- 
larity. 

The speaker showed by means of a map 
that, according to his plan, the distance 
from the proposed road-rai] centres would 
not be greater than thirty miles, even in 
remote parts. 

Dealing with the towns where services 
have been cut and transport of cattle is

The following suggestions were put for- 
ward by Mr. Good

munications demand the undivided 
attention of a Minister and Depart- 
ment of State. 

That Irish railways as they exist 
cannot survive unless they are heavily

That State subsidies of any kind 
should only be considered as and when 
railway companies have effected suc> 
economies as may be achieved by the 
abandonment of branch lines and 
stations which are sources of loss.

CLOSING DOWN BRANCH 
LINES. 

Mr. Joynt, who proposed a vote of 
thanks to the lecturer, said ‘they all 
agreed that the nationalisation of the 
railways would be a national disaster. 

In seconding the vote, Mr. Shanahan 
said that there was no question but that 
the closing down of* branch railway lines 
which were not paying concerns was a 
matter that appealed, not only to’ rail- 
way managers, but also to members of the 
community, who could not Le oblivious 
to the fact that under existing condi- 
tions the very existence of the railways 
of this country was a matter of extreme 
uncertainty. It seemed to him that the 
day was. not far distant when the closing 
down of railways would have to be faced 
and considered. It came to this, that 
something must he done to assist existinz 
railways to remain in operation. . 

Nationalisation of railways seemed <o 
be a rather uncertain development, be- 
cause the Government had so far con- 
tinually refused to entertain it as a live 
proposition. 

Major Warren hoped there would he 
absolute fairness. He hated this ex- 
pression, “ road versus rail.’’ He agreed 
that traffic was in a certain amount of 
chaos, but to sav that transport in Ire- 
land was in a chaotic state was untrue. 
He was not advocating State ownership 
of railways, but he did not think it 
should he dismissed lightly.

AL CAPONE AND 
JUSTICE. 


ATTEMPT TO HAVE THE 
CASE REVIEWED.

CHICAGO, Monday. 

Owing to the successful manceuvres of 
his Jawyers, the departure of Al Capone 
for Leavenworth Prison has again been 
deferred, and orders have been given for 
him to be kept in the Cook County Jail 
until to-morrow. 

Three judges to-day heard his lawyer's 
pleas for supersedas and bail while the 
case was being reviewed by the Court, and 
they promised that they would give their 
ruling by 2 o'clock to-morrow afternoon. 

Although Al Capone has been sentenced 
to eleven years’ imprisonment for failing 
to pay income tax and has been fined 
£10,000 and costs, the citizens of Chicago, 
who have suffered so severely during long 
years under his sway, are still unable to 
believe that the law has really triumphed 
over one who appeared to be invincible, 
and regarding whom a former chief of 
police had said that it was useless to arrest 
him, as he always seemed able to evade 
justice. 

Al Capone himself, however, seemed 
stunned by the verdict, and his prestige 
has already been severely shattered ; for, 
stripped of his immaculate clothes and 
expensive jewellery, he looks perilously 
like any.of the other hundreds of gangster 
criminals with whom the American jails 
are filled.

FUNDS.

ANXIETY OF FREE STATE 
SOCIETIES. 


The uneasiness of many health insurance 
societies over the result of the third quin- 

uennial valuation was commented on by Mr. 

. J. Duffy, who presided at the annual meet- 
ing of the -Association of Trade Union 
Approved Societies in Dublin. 

A number of societies that previous to July 
last were providing additional benefits, such 
as dental treatment and hospital treatment, 
said Mr. Duffy, were now obliged, as a result 
of the third valuation, to discontinue these 
services, and thé societies as a whole had not 
nearly so much money available for addi- 
tional benefits during the present valuation 

riod as in the previous period, because of 
increased expenditure on sickness and disable 
ment benefit. 

A sub-committee of the Health Insurance 
Advisory Committee gave much consideration 
to the problems arising out of excessive ex- 

nditure on benéfits, but they were con- 
ronted with the fact that undoubtedly there 
is a very big increase in the sickness ex- 
perience of all societies. Unless there is an 
improvement in the near future a serious 
situation may arise. 

No improvement, however, can be hoped for 
so. long’ as the present volume of unemploy- 
ment continues. reg thousands of workers 
were unemployed for long periods, and pro- 
bably double as many were employed only 
intermittently... The experience of approved 
societies arid of sickness insurance funds in 
other countries. where there was considerable 
unemployment was. identical with the ex 
perience in the Saorstat.

The Conner (Dr. J. J, Adams, J.P.), follow- 
ing an application by strict tor 
Martin, announced an adjournment of the in- 
quest, ing the analyst's report of his ex- 
amination of certain organs of the dead 
man.  : 

The only witness examined by the police was 
Mrs. Margaret Allen, Mill street, Larne, 
widow, who stated that she had been keepin 
company with the deceased man, and ha 
taken some drinks with him in a publichouse 
just before he had the fatal seizure. 

It was stated by Doctors Wilson and 
‘Killen. who had carried out the post-mortem, 
that the manner of death suggested strychnine 
poisoning. 

After being cautioned, Mrs. Allen stated 
that she met McCormick on Thursday, and 
he asked her to purchase threepence worth 
of poison for him, for his mother to kill rats. 
He told her to get strychnine if the chemist 
refused the poison. She at first refued, but later 
made the purchase, and McCormick then left 
her. That night she asked if the poison had 
been used, and he replied ‘‘ No.” When wit- 
ness was shown the poison drugs register. 
showing the purchase in her name under the 
date of October 23rd, she contended that the 
date should have been the 22nd 

Continuing, she said that she had a number 
of drinks with McCormick on Saturday morn- 
ing hy arrangement.. Witness during that 
time had to leave McCormick for about five 
minutes, and when she returned he was lying 
back in pain. She got water and brought him 
out to revive him, and he was laid on the 
floor by-Mr. Lee, publican, amd'a man named 
William Robinson. On Mr. Lee’s advice a 
doctor was requisitioned, and McCormick was 
taken to the hospital. 

Replying to District Inspector Martin, the 
witness said that McCormick had on many 
occasions threatened to take his life if anything 
should come between them, but she had never 
given much attention to those threats, as they 
were always on friendly terms. ; 

District Inspector Martin—Considering your 
evidence that McCormick had made threats, 
why did you purchase poison for him? 

Witness replied that McCormick had told 
her See ass was for killing rats. 

Dr. Wilson said that when he was 
}examining McCormick he said to him: “It's 
the wine that did it.” 

A sister of the deceased man, Annie 
McCormick, stated that her brother was in 
his usual good health when she saw him last on 
Friday evening. He had never, as far as 
witness knew, made any threats to take his 
life, and poison had never been used or 
needed in their house.

M. LAVAL LEAVES 
AMERICA. 


GUARDED COMMUNIQUE 
ISSUED. 


The catefully worded communiqué issued 
at the end of the official visit to Washington 
of M. Laval, who sails homewards in the 
lle de France to-day, remarks The Times 
editorially, does not encourage the hope that 
President Hoover and the French Prime 
Minister hive been able to prepare any precise 
plan “for the restoration of an economically 
depressed worid, but it is obviously too early 
to form a defiinite estimate of conversations 
which, in any case, were bound to be non- 
committal because they were admittedly an 
exloratory exchange of views between two 
wincipais vf Constitutional States. When 
M. Laval rejoins the other members of his 
Government, one of whom accompanied him 
to Washington, and when the Senate re- 
assen.bies in December—-with Mr. Borah in 
his place as Chairman of. its Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee—more will, no doubt, be 
learned of the result of the deliberations that 
ended on Sunday. The communiqué at least 
makes it clear that no one of the main 
problems that vex Európe was left. unmeu- 
tioned, even if some of them cannot have 
been very thoroughly considered in the avail- 
able time. The economic situation of the 
world, it is stated, “ was canvassed ”' and at- 
tention was given to the effect of the depression 
on the payments under inter-Government 
debts—though most people think of the 
“effect ” as operating in the reverse direc- 
tion. It was recognised, the statement con- 
tinues, that F geo to the expiration of the 
Hoover year of postponement” some agree- 
ment . regarding these  inter-Governmenta! 
obligations may be necessary ‘‘ covering the 
period of business depression.” One of the 
clearést points in the communiqué is a hint 
to Germany that the next move towards a 
further alleviation of reparation payments is 
expected to be made by her. ‘‘ The initiative 
in this matter should be taken at an early 
date by the European Powers principally 
concerned within the framework of agree- 
ments existing prior to July 1, 1931 ’’—of 
which the most important is, of course, the 
Young Plan. The immediately constructive 
item in the list of conclusions reached by the 
President and Prime Minister is an agree- 
ment on monetary policy for the protection 
of the dollar and the franc. The higher money 
rates which may be ‘the consequence should, 
no doubt. help to check the hoarding of 
currency that has lately become so prevalent 
in both countries, and should prevent a con- 
tinuance of the large gold lámha from 
New York to Paris,

mission. Qualifications of the character indi- 
cated were not usually associated with junior 
clerical officers in the Library service, but in 
County Sligo it was observed that the scheme. 
which was initiated in 1923 by the per cg 
Trustees, had since been conducted under the 
supervision of a particularly experienced 
Librarian, who had the assistance of an 
assistant County Librarian, also originally en- 
gaged by the Trustees. 
The Council and the County Library Com- 
mittee expressed themselves as satisfied with 
the ability of this assistant, Mr. Lambert. 
Apart from the experience gained by Mr. 
Lambert during his eight years’ association 
with Mr. Wilson, it was understood that Mr. 
Lambert had a considerable literary know- 
ledge. and thar, though not holding a diploma 
in Librarianship, he had attended the summer 
course in Librarianship in the National Uni- 
versity.
